Sir Frederick Treves, in a recent | 
address delivered at London, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch, descriLed the re-!

than five months of active service, | 
most of it in the trenches and unde 
conditions likely to generate enteric | 
disease, there had been but 212 cases | 
of typhoid among the British forces. 
Of these, 173 had not been inoculated, | 
That is to say, only thirty-nine inocu- 
ldted soldiers had heen attacked by; 
the disease and “not a single death 
had oceurred among thos. inoculated,” 

There are now probably a million 
British soldiers in field and camp,

Between ten abd eleven thoaat 
Alberta men have enlisted since the 
beginning of the war for the overseas | 
gervice, Lt is quite likely that before | 
the summer is over there will be over} 

* thousands called for and response | 
made, Which will mean that the 
province is numerically poorer to the 
extent of the soldier’s total. Many of 
these men came from the cities, but 
that is no indication that they were 
allcity men. It is a habit of the west 
that men from the farms gravitate to} 
the cities during the winter months 
and very many of these enlisted men 
are of the class to which the farmers 
look during seeding and _ harvest 
times for necessary assistance. 

All of which leads to the question 
of adequate form help for the 1915 
sowing and harvesting—a question 
which should already be agitating 
the mind of the farmer who is alive 
on the job. 

At the moment there is asurplus of 
unskilled labor in the province If 
the farmer could use the hired man 
now he would be able to get him very 
cheaply. ‘The Farmers’ Advocate 
advises that the farm help sufficient 
for harvest purposes should be hired 
at seeding time for the season in 
order to make certain that it will be 
there when most needed and that by 
the time harvest comes to green men 
will have gained sufticient experience 
to make them really useful. It is 
good advice if the farmers can 
finance sucha labor project. Having 
in view the certainty of high prices 
all kinds of grain and stock next fall} 
it should be possible for them to see! 
their way to do this. 

Certain itis that without adequate 
help during harvest time much of the | 
possible profit of the crops will be 
lost, and as the big crop idea for} 
1915 is as necessary from a_ patriotic | 
as from a profit viewpoint, no stone, 
should be left unturned to make it a 
certainty.

Naval Losses 


Germany's Comparative Losses at 
Sea Far Outnumber That of 
Britain 

One aspect of Germany's naval 
losses has been quite overlooked—the 
serious decrease in personnel which 
they have entailed. Taking the offic- 
ial figures of the complements of the 
83 units of the German navy which 
have been sunk during © e war .nd 
deducting those known to nave been 
saved, at least 11,000 officers and men 
have lots their lives. As the total 
effective strength of the versonnel of 
the German navy before the war 
broke out was less than 80,000, the 
death roll already amounts to about 
one-seventh of the whole. Our own 
jnaval death roll is roughly 5,000, or 
only one-thirtieth of the total per- 
sonnel at the declaration of war, The 
calling up of reserves and new enlist-

All Germany's losses 
have been due to the fortune of war,

ited, 

No ship from Britain or its colontes 
was permitted to enter any port and 
any ship seeking to evade this regula- 
tion by faise declarations was seized 
with its cargo. 


| Three months later England, in re- 
jtaliation, forbade all neutral vessels 
from trading port to port” within

Napoleon responde{ with a decree 
a few days later ordering the contis- 
cation of all English owned merchand- 
|ise in Germany, 


ed all ports in France, allied countries 
und other countrics, not at war, but 
from whose ports the English flag 
was excluded, to be under the same 
restrictions 2g if they were strictly 
blockaded. 

Two weeks after the French rnswer- 
ed with the Milan decree, and early 
in 1808 with another issued from Tuil- 
leries,, directing that any ship that 


sent on ua voyage to Britain or peid 
duty to that country was to be con- 
sidered British and liable to capture. 

At the treaty of Tilsit, Russia ¢on- 
eented to close her ports to Britain, 
the more effectually to annihilate Hyit- 
ish commerce, 

The consequence of the continents] 
system was giving industries on the 
|continent a start as latter day com 
petitors of England, but prices rose so 
heavily that the middle classes were 
severely inconvenienced, 

However, both politically and ecor 
;omically the continental system was 
a mistake. Russia abandoned it in 
1810. Jt resulted in the breaking up 
lof Napoleon's power. 

Britain’s enforcement of its block- 
ade rulings offended the United States 
and formed one of the. principal 
causes of the war in 1812.
